U.S. won't give oil to Saigon 
AreQ 


WASHINGTON (AP) -South Vietnam 


has been encouraged by Washington to 
find its own sources of Middle East oil as 
a way of getting around the Arab oil 
embargo. 


U.S. officials said the United States 


ultimately will pay for all oil purchased 
by the Saigon government. But they said 
the South Vietnamese must find their 
own supplies and handle the bookkeep- 
ing to make it appear the fuel is paid for 
by Saigon, not Washington. 


Throughout the Indochina war, most 


oil for both U.S. and South Vietnamese 
military forces came from Singapore. 


which two weeks ago said it would no 
longer sell its oil to the United States. 


Like more than a dozen other coun- 


tries, Singapore was reacting to fears 
that Arab countries would stop provid- 
ing it crude oil. 


Since the cease-fire last January, the 


United States has been paying three 
international oil companies, Shell, 
Exxon and Caltex, for the oil that powers 
the South Vietnamese air force, army 
and much of the civilian economy. 


South Vietnam has kept silent about 


the Arab-Israeli fighting, and a spokes- 
man at the South Vietnamese embassy 


said Thursday his country's policy is 
virtually neutral. 


In interviews, different officials said it 


is likely the Singapore refineries may 
not produce enough for South Viet- 
namese needs, so some oil may have to 
come directly from Arab nations, 
perhaps Saudi Arabia. 


"The Arab countries have no interest 


in seeing South Vietnam collapse," one 
Vietnamese official said. 


There has been no sign, even with the 


increased fighting in recent days, that 
the South Vietnamese are running out of 
oil. The country has some reserves upon 


which it can draw. 


So far this year, the United States has 


underwritten the cost of more than 20 
million barrels of oil for South Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Thailand. 


Officials said the United States is doi- 


ng all it can to encourage the South 
Vietnamese to cut back their use of oil. 


Nonetheless, they said, it will be many 


years before Saigon can afford its own 
oil, and for now the United States will 
provide the cash for South Vietnam to 
buy its oil directly or indirectly from the 
Arab states. 
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Nixon bank 
certificate 
confirmed 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) -A spokesman for 


the Key Biscayne Bank has confirmed 
that President Nixon once had a $100,000 
certificate of deposit in the bank owned 
by friend C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo, the 
Miami Herald said today. 


The reported disclosure by Thomas 


Wakefield, bank vice chairman, came a 
day after Richard Gerstein, Dade County 
state attorney, revealed he had sub- 
poenaed the bank for any records it had 
on trust accounts or savings certificates 
held by Nixon and nine others. 


Wakefield was quoted as saying the 


certificate of deposit was taken out by 
Nixon after he sold his New York City 
apartment prior to the 1968 presidential 
campaign. 


But Wakefield said he believed there 


was no connection between the Nixon 
account and a $100,000 campaign con- 
tribution from billionaire Howard 
Hughes. Rebozo has said that money was 
held in a bank safe-deposit box for three 
years before being returned after the 
President's 1972 re-election. 


"It's my understanding there's no 


relationship between the CD and the 
$100,000 from Hughes," Wakefield was 
quoted as saying. "There's just no link 
at all." 


Wakefield could not be reached im- 


mediately for comment. 


A certificate of deposit earns more 


interest than a regular savings deposit 
but must be left in a bank for a specified 
period. 


Wakefield told the Herald he could not 


offer a specific date but said the Nixon 
certificate was issued before the Hughes 
gift was received. 


Nixon said earlier this month that 


before he entered the 1968 campaign, he 
"decided to clean the decks and put 
everything in real estate." 


The Herald said Gerstein also asked 


the bank for any records it had on sav- 
ings certificates or trust accounts in- 
volving Nixon's brother, Donald; 
Bahamas Prime Minister Linden 0. 
Pindling; Seymour Alter, a consultant to 
Paradise Island Casino in the Bahamas; 
Wakefield, who also acts as Rebozo's 
personal attorney; Herbert Kalmbach, a 
former Nixon attorney and fund raiser;

Stans; and former White House aides 
DwightChapin, John Ehrlichman and H. 
R. Haideman.

V/oods and a high intensity lamp that 
had been on her desk on Oct. 1. That 
was the day she was transcribing a tape 
made June 20, 1972 that included a 
conversation between President Nixon 
and H. R. Haideman, then White House 
chief of staff. 


Miss Woods, Nixon's secretary for 23 


years, told a federal court hearing that

KUMAMOTO, Japan (AP) —Firemen 


searched the smoldering ruins of the 
Taiyo department store today for more 
victims of a fire that killed at least 100 
persons. 


Eighty-six persons were injured, 


including 54 of those who helped fight the 
blaze. 


The bodies of 99 holiday shoppers and 


store employes were recovered within 
hours of the fire Thursday, and another 
body was found today. Officials said 70 of 
those killed were females, 28 were males 
and two bodies were bumed beyond 
recognition. 


Officials in this southern Japanese 


city were investigating the fire's origin. 


The blaze started at 1:20 p.m. near an 


employes' staircase on the third floor of 
the seven-story building, and flames and 
smoke spread quickly. Fire department 
officials said the store's sprinkler sys- 
tem was under repair and not working. 
They said many of the victims ap- 
parently were trapped by automatic 
closing fire doors on the fourth and sixth 
floors and the smoke suffocated them. 


Several thousand persons were in the 


store. Many of them slid down ropes 
from the windows or scrambled Sdown 
scaffolding on the outside of the building 
where some remodeling was being done. 
Firemen took others down their ladders, 
and a helicopter lifted some off the roof.

WASHINGTON (AP) -President 


Nixon may be nearing a decision on 
whether to impose gasoline rationing, 
higher gasoline taxes or both. 


He scheduled a meeting for today with 


his cabinet-level energy group. Such a 
move usually means {hat a decision is 
near. 


Sources said the energy group is 


leaning heavily toward recommending 
rationing to Nixon. Senior administrat- 
ion officials have concluded that 
Congress would not approve a large 
increase in the federal tax on gasoline to 
discourage driving, the sources said. 


However, Nixon is known to view rat- 


ioning as a last resort. On Nov. 7 he said 
the American people would resent 
peacetime rationing "very, very much" 
and that he personally disliked it 
because of the power it gave to the of- 
ficials who administer it. 


In a broadcast address Sunday, Nixon 


announced measures he said would 
ehirfnate about 10 per cent of a 17 per 
cent shortage of petroleum and that 
"additional actions will be necessary." 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, said Thursday that no decision 
has been made either way. 


Contingency plans are being drafted 


for rationing, the White House has con- 
firmed.

He did not mention a report late last 


week that showed consumer resistance 
to higher prices and lower supplies 
combining to cause a 1.5 per cent 
decrease in September in per capita 
consumption from 1972. 


"Looking ahead ..., it is obvious that 


the best way to keep the industry profit- 
able is by minimizing the participation 
of government, protecting the dairy in- 
dustry against unfair dumping by other 
countries and by helping U.S. dairymen 
get increasing income in a free 
market," he said. 


Farmers Union "protests 
Milk shipping requests 


MADISON —The Wisconsin Farmers 


Union has sharply attacked proposals 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture that state dairy plants be 
required to increase milk sales to 
bottling plants. 


Plants participating as "pool" 


shippers of milk have previously been 
required to ship 30 per cent of their milk 
under the Chicago Regional Milk 
Marketing Order for bottling. For 
agreeing to supply the market in shor- 
tage months the shippers receive 
payments to assist them in meeting 
market order competition for milk. 


Recently, however, the agriculture 


department announced that it was con- 
sidering exercising its authority to 
require plants to ship 10 per cent more 
to the market. The reason was 
primarily because of a shortage in milk 
caused by rising profits to cheese plants 
to utilize milk in manufacturing. 


The Farmers Union has responded to 


the request for more bottling milk by it 
is unfair to farmers. 


"If bottling plants need more milk for 


fluid distribution they can get it by 
offering a price that is equal or greater 
than that being obtained through other 
uses of the milk," said Stewart G. 
Huber, general 
manager 
of the 


Farmers Union Milk Co-op. 


Huber filed the views of the or- 


ganization with the agriculture depart- 
ment. 


"There is no shortage of milk for 


fluid use in the Chicago regional 
market," he said. "Class I utilization 
(milk sold in beverage form) has nor 
exceeded half the available milk during 
any month in the past year. It is clear 
that bottling plants can obtain adequate 
supplies by offering a higher price." 


He called the plan "short-sighted," 


and said it would cause milk plants to 
lose money because they can profit 
more from making cheese than from 
selling milk for fluid use.

Kuhfussb/ames federal 
policy for energy crisis 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah -Excessive 


government price controls that have 
made fossil fuels too much of a bargain 
were*blamed here today for contribut- 
ing to the energy crisis by William J. 
Kuhfuss, American Farm Bureau 
Federation president. 


Kuhfuss appeared at the annual 


meeting of the Utah Farm Bureau 
Federation after making stops in 


• Wyoming and Montana at annual meet- 
ings of the organization. He warned 
consumers in those states not to an- 
ticipate lower prices for food, especially 
red meat, because of high farm costs. 


Kuhfuss said today the federal 


planners made the same mistake in 
price controls with energy that was 
made with beef. 
"There is no doubt that continuing 


heavy demands have put pressures on 
existing energy supplies, but it is 
equally apparent that government ac- 
tions have hurt rather than helped the 
problem," he said. 


Farmers have been hurt by the 


federal price controls, he said. "Price 
controls have created distortions and 
disruptions for many commodities, as 
well as energy, and have resulted in 


shortages. This was the case in the 
imposition of the beef price freeze and 
government price fixing on fertilizers. 
Price controls recently were removed 
from fertilizers, but there is still a 
question as to whether there will be 
sufficient supplies for next year's plan- 
ning," he said. 


The Farm Bureau has repeatedly op- 


posed price controls. 


Kuhfuss said part of the reason for a 
shortage of natural gas is that the 
Federal Power Commission has for 
more than 15 years maintained ar- 


tificially low prices for natural gas at 
the wellhead. 
Earlier, speaking at Billings, Mont., 


he said farmers for years have 
produced food at near or below rnelr 
cost of production and that with high 
farm costs nowadays there is little 
chance that food prices will decline. 
"Because of exports and record domes- 
tic demand, food prices are not likely to 
fall materially in the near future," he 
said. 
Appearing before Farm Bureau 


members at Gillette, Wyo., he said that 
farm prices for meat have dropped and 
that the decline soon must be reflected 
in supermarkets. He cited statistics 
which showed that carcass-to-retail 
price spreads averaged 44.3 cents per 
retail pound in September — up from 
33.8 cents in July and above the 37.3 
cents of Aug., 1972.

Many service calls unnecessary 


Between 20 and 30 per cent of all 


service calls on major appliances are 
unnecessary, according to Robert 
Payne, general service manager for the 
Maytag Co. 


Appliance owners waste millions of 


dollars annually by failing to follow 
instructions or by neglecting to make a 
few simple checks before they call an 
appliance service technician to their 
home, he states. 


Most instruction booklets supplied 


with major appliances have lists of 
things to check before calling a service 
technician. Using that checklist often 
can save inconvenience and the expense 
of a service call. And, equally impor- 
tant, according to Payne, it frees the 
service technician to make more calls to 
those who really need him. 


When a laundry- appliance fails to 


operate, Payne suggests the lid or door 
be checked to make certain it is 
completely closed. Laundry appliances 
have safety switches that prevent them 
from operating when a door is open. 


The timer dial also can be a source of 


a nonstart. It should be advanced, pulled 
out or pushed in, as appropriate. On a 
dryer, the push buttons should be 
checked to make certain they are 
pushed all the way in. On some washers, 
push the reset button. 


One of the most common reasons for 


an unnecessary service cali is the 


appliance that is not plugged into a live 
outlet. If there is any doubt should, it be 
checked by plugging a small appliance 
such as a radio or lamp into the outlet. 


Cause of a dead outlet can be anything 


from a line power failure to a simple 
burned-out fuse or tripped circuit 
breaker. If an automatic washer stops in 
the middle of a load, one cause could be 
an unbalanced load that has tripped the 
unbalance switch during spin. The load 
should be redistributed and the controls 
reset in th is instance. 


For those really concerned about cut- 


ting service costs, Payne suggests the 
concern should begin when shopping for 
the appliance. Though some brands 
have easier serviceability than others, 
in most instances the ease of service 
depends primarily on the place and 
manner in which the appliance is in- 
stalled. 


When buying a built-in dishwasher, 


for example, where only the front is 
exposed, front service access is impor- 
tant. If a determination can be made 
beforehand that the appliance will be 
installed in an area just large enough for 
the appliance itself, this information 
should be passed along to the salesman. 
The serviceability of a brand can save 
dollars since easy replacement of com- 
ponents reduces the cost of service. 


Consumers often ask, "How can I get 


good service when I do need it?" 


Payne answers that the time to ask 


this question is when the appliance is 
purchased. He says it's a wise purchaser 
who chooses a dealer who has an ex- 
cellent service department, proudly 
tells about it and invites customers to 
talk to others about his service. His 
competitor may be willing to sell the 
same model at a lesser price, Payne 
points out, but the so-called bargain can 
turn out to be more expensive when it 
needs service later on. 


For those who don't know of a dealer 


or service firm that is reliable, 
experienced and trained on a particular 
brand of appliance, Payne suggests a 


check of firms listed in the Yellow 
Pages under 
the 
manufacturer's 


trademark as authorized to service that 
brand. 


When a person calls for service, he 


should 
determine 
the 
date 
and 


approximate time the service technician 
will come to the home. Often, the com- 
pany can only designate the morning or 
afternoon since some calls end up taking 
more time than expected while others 
take much less. The important thing is 
for the customer to be home when the 
call is scheduled. 


Sometimes, Payne admits, getting 


prompt service may be difficult. Un- 
derstanding a few of the reasons may 
shed some light on the problems in- 
volved. 


Appliance service work, Payne con- 


tinues, is cyclical - it has pe'aks and 
valleys. And occasionally, during the 
peak period, the firm cannot give 
same-day service. This is due to the fact 
that if enough manpower were hired for 
these peak periods, there would not be a 
sufficient workload to keep them busy 
during the year. This, according to 
Payne, is one of the major problems in 
running a service business. 


Metropolitan areas present some 


special problems for the service com- 
pany. First there is the traffic problem. 
Then, in some cities, commercial 
vehicles are prohibited from using cer- 


takes 
tain freeways. That means it 
longer to reach each destination. 


In some housing areas in large cities, 


parking the service vehicle is often 
difficult, if not impossible. And since 
double parking is illegal, it may require 
two men to make the service call: one to 
man the truck and another to repair the 
appliance.

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In Israel, business is business

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) -While 


rockets fell overhead during the latest 
Middle East war, women in un- 
derground shelters sewed coats and 
suits for one of Israel's top leather 
houses. 


The designer of a sportswear line 


which features native bedouin cloth went 
house to house to convince her Israeli- 
Arab workers to come to work —and they 
did. 


The founder of Israel's leading high 


fashion beachwear house sent cars to 
pick up workers stranded by the 
country's transportation crisis —and 
sent her models to the front to put on 
fashion shows for the soldiers. 


It wasn't quite business as usual for 


Israel's fashion industry — but it was 
definitely business. 


In almost every factory, the men went 


off to fight and the women took over 
running the show. 


Ready to wear and textiles are Israel's 


third largest export, ranking behind 
diamonds and citrus fruits, and 
manufacturers were determined to fill 
every order on time —and to prove to the 
world that business is business, war or 
no war. 


They didn't quite succeed but Adin 


Talbaf, deputy director-general for 
foreign trade in the Ministry of Com- 
merce and Industry, called their per- 
formance "astonishing " 


For the month of October, Israel had 


targeted $12 million in exports from the 
fashion industry. Talbar said manufac- 
turers were able to deliver two-thirds of 
the goods worth $8 million. 


%'hether Israel will reach its fashion 


and textiles export target of $150 million 
for 1973 remains to be seen —but Talbar 
and others think the fashion industry 
will come close. Last year, they exported

CLAREMONT, Calif. (AP) -Nine 


Scripps College coeds given $30,000 to 
invest for their college have learned a lot 
in the last eight months. They've earned, 
too. 


The girls figure the $50,000 they began 


with has grown to $53,000 under their 
guidance- The money was donated to the 
small, all-woman liberal arts college 
last February by a Scripps alumna, Mrs. 
J. Stanley Johnson, of Altadena, Calif. 


"Women as well as men can benefit 


from direct financial experience and 
responsibility," Mrs. Johnson said, 
explaining her gift. "Many college 
graduates have little knowledge of what 
influences the market place and how it 
operates." 


The nine coeds who were elected to 


manage the fund handled the money 
very gingerly at first. 


"We spent the first three months just 


studying the stock market," said Ann 
Farner, president of the fund. 


"We didn't have that much knowledge 


and we thought it would be better to be 
conservative," added Barbara Town- 
send, the fund's secretary. 


It has been a bad year for the stock 


market, except for rallies in July, Sep- 
tember and October. Most of those gains 
have been lost since, and analysts say 
the market is at the bottom of a dismal 
year. 


Despite whispered tips from friends, 


brokers and their own parents, the girls 
started out scientifically. They split the 
Standard & Poor's manual into 10-page 
sections with each responsible for 
researching the companies in her sec- 
tion. 


The requirement that six of the nine

Positive attitude counts 


You've probably heard a lot about the 


importance of positive thinking and a 
positive mental attitude. People in a 
happy, positive frame of mind are likely 
to accomplish more, feel better and be 
more welcome companions than people 
who are feeling depressed- This goes for 
kids, too. 


The way the kids feel when they go off 


to school in the morning has a lot to do 
with how well they do in class. Parents 
sometimes forget that kids are people. 
When they are tense, they don't function 
as well as when they are relaxed. An 
upsetting morning confrontation with 
parents, brothers or sisters will 
guarantee that your child will have 
disciplinary and learning problems for 
the rest of the day. Such a child will 
either be withdrawn and sullen in a 
class, or lash out and fight with other 
kids. He'll be puzzled by his own hos- 
tility and aggressiveness, but he won't 
know how to help or stop himself. 


Most teachers can tell which children 


have an unhappy home life, whose 
parents have fights first thing in the 
morning, and which kids come to class 
after a pleasant breakfast and a friendly 
goodbye from Mom and Dad. A child 
who arrives at school in an unhappy 
frame of mind is an unnecessary burden 
to himself, his teacher, and to the rest of 
the class. The teacher and the other kids 
will resent disruptions he is likely to 
cause. The child's classmates, in 
defending themselves against attack, 
add to the disciplinary problems that 


detract from learn The teacher may- 
have to take time to calm such a tense 
child, instead of 'devoting that time to 
teaching. 


if your child needs discipline, correc- 


tion or a bawling out, wait until after 
school. You'll then have a chance to get 
things straightened out and fully dis- 
cussed with time to clear the air. But in 
the morning, with just a few minutes to 
spare till the school bus comes, a family 
fight is bound to end with things left 
unsaid on both sides. You may feel 
you've fulfilled your parental duty, but 
your child will think you picked this 
time deliberately so he has little or no 
chance to defend himself. And that's not 
fair. 


So if you want your child to do well 


time in school, make sure he gets up in 
to have a leisurely breakfast. Keep 
things pleasant, even if he deserves 
chastisement. It pays to give each child 
a happy start for his school day, from 
kindergarten through high school. He'll 
make better friends on the way to 
school. And when he gets there he'll be 
ready to learn and concentrate, instead 
of sulking about real or imagined 
grievances.

Cause of 
hepatitis 
discovered 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Government 


scientists have announced the apparent 
discovery of the cause of infectious 
hepatitis, the liver-inflaming malady 
that strikes as many as 540,000 
Americans annually. 


Disclosing this Thursday, the 


researchers said the finding should lead 
to a sure-fire method of diagnosing the 
often-puzzling disease, possibly to better 
treatment, and conceivably even to 
eventual development of a protective 
vaccine against it. 


The reported finding consists of the 


discovery of a new form of virus-like 
particle suspected of causing the 
disease, which also is known as yellow 
jaundice. 


Researchers of the government's Nat- 


ional Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases (NIAID), Bethesda, Md., 
reported they recently found particles of 
this type in preserved fecal stools of 
some prisoner volunteers at the Joliet, 
fil., prison. 
! Attempts already are under way to 
isolate and grow such panicles in test- 
tube cultures —a necessary step toward 
any vaccine production. 
* The Joliet volunteers had been 
experimentally infected with the disease 
several years ago by other investigators, 
who subsequently made the fecal matter 
a'nd blood samples available to the 
NIAID researchers, the scientists 
reported. 
";The scientists said other evidence 
tending to incriminate the newly iden- 
tified particles as the cause of infectious 
hepatitis was found in preserved blood 
samples of numerous individuals who 
have had the disease. 


The NIAID researchers said the new 


finding also means that science may now 
have pinned down the respective causes 
of a second and more serious form of the 
disease. 


They recalled that a number of 


scientists recently discovered another 
virus-like particle believed to be the 
cause of the more serious serum hepat- 
itis, or "Hepatitis B." 


Infectious hepatitis -or "Hepatitis A" 


—usually is spread by direct contact or 
by contaminated drinking water or food. 


The serum type is transmissible by 


Blood transfusions, contaminated 
medical syringes and needles and con- 
taminated needles of drug addicts. 


The serum type strikes a reported 


30,000 Americans yearly. But estimates 
are that unreported, misdiagnosed or 
undetected cases run the actual total to 
150,000, with estimates of deaths ranging 
from 1,500 to 6,000 annually. 


Fatalities are unusual from the in- 


fectious type, but both it and the serum 
type produce illnesses lasting from a few 
days to several weeks.

Irving is confined at the federal 


correctional institution at Danbury, 
Conn., where he was transferred last 
March from the Allenwood, Pa., federal 
prison c&mp. 


He was sentenced in June 1972 in New 


York after being convicted of conspiring 
to defraud the McGraw Hill Publishing 
Co. Irving began serving his sentence 
that August. 


After plans for his purported 


biography became known, billionaire- 
recluse Hughes publicly renounced it as 
a hoax in a rare telephone conversation 
with a group of reporters.

Pentagon plans for reducing 
fuel use called inadequate 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., said today the Pen- 
tagon goal of cutting military petroleum 
use by 11 per cent is not enough. 


The military can do more, he said, 


without threatening national security. 


The military has commandeered 19.7 


million barrels of petroleum through a 
forced allocation under the Defense 
Production Act, going to the domestic 
market to replace foreign purchases, 
Proxmire said. 


This, he said, will have a significant 


impact on public consumption for the 
next two months. 


The Wisconsin senator urged the 


military to cut consumption enough to 
offset additional domestic purchases of 
oil. . 


He suggested a 50 per cent reduction i n 


military aircraft and ship operations 
and a 25 per cent cutback in oil used for 
installation support. 


"Other savings can be made by 


grounding the 178 personal planes used 
by .-anking officers worldwide, the 62 
helicopters in the Washington area, and 
stopping the normal VIP and vacation- 
inspection trips," he said. 


Proxmire said huge savings of oil 


could be made by eliminating many 
military personnel transfers. He said 
almost 2.3 million such transfers are 
budgeted for this year, with an average 
of 89,000 military personnel on the move 
each day. 


"The amount of fuel consumed is 
taggering," he said.

Female antibodies 
may attack sperm 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I had a checkup 


to see why I could not get pregnant, and 
my husband was checked, too. We were 
told that if we were each married to 
someone else, we both could have had 
children years ago. We have been 
married 11 years. 


1 asked the doctor to explain and he 


said if I got a college education I might 
understand it all. Can yea help us know 
what is wrong with us? We have two 
adopted 
children but would love to 


have one of our own. —Mrs. F. 


There are cases such as yours, with 


tests showing nothing wrong with either 
wife or husband, yet no pregnancy. It 
has been found that some women 
produce antibodies antagonistic to the 
husband's sperm. If you've read this 
column for any length of time, you are 
familiar with antibodies — particles 
which attack specific things. 


Antibodies created by measles or 


other diseases protect you from having 
the same disease again; antibodies are 
created also b\ being vaccinated. An- 
tibodies which attack foreign tissues 
are 
the root of the problem 
in 


transplants of hearts, kidneys or such 
organs. 


In your case, for reasons unknown, 


you could have antibodies which attack 
your husband's sperm and prevent 
it 


from starting a pregnancy. 


To overcome this, it is sometimes 


possible to keep these antibodies 
separate from the sperm for a substan- 
tial length of time, in the hope that the 
antibodies will subside and disappear, 
at least temporarily. 


This is done by using a condom or 


"rubber" in sexual relations for from 
six to 12 months. In that time the an- 
tibodies should disappear and preg- 
nancy is hkely, or at any rate possible, 
until the antibodies appear again. 


The condom should be used because it 


is necessary that the sperm not come in 
contact with vaginal tissues. Such con- 
tact would only stir up the formation of 
more of the antibodies. 


Thus other usual methods of birth 


control will not work in a case like this 


-with the pill, diaphragm, coil or other 
method, there would still be such con- 
tact. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it a medical 


routine for expectant mothers to be 
X-rayed about one month before giving 
birth? Can this cause any such 
dangerous effects as sterilization of the 
baby? -Y.R. 


It is not routine. 
It is done for various reasons, but 


should not be done without a specific 
purpose Examples of need for such an 
X ray might be to determine whether 
more than one fetus is present, to de- 
termine the fetal age (how far develop- 
ment has proceeded) or possibly 
whether the fetus is still alive. 


X ray in the last month would not 


affect the baby; done early in preg- 
nancy, birth defects could result. In 
your case, I see nothing to fear. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Does heavy 


whisky and beer drinking make a man's 
sex life slow down? —W.W. 


Yes, because alcohol is a depressant. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have been us-

And the Menasha Electric Utility 
has indicated interest in the potential 
of refuse as a fuel to partly replace 
coal at its steam generating plant. 


The energy recovery aspect of the 


shredder waste came as an outgrowth 
of a zoning committee meeting Thurs- 
day on the feasibility of using a sand 
pit as a landfill site for the waste. 


County Executive Alvin Woehler 


flatly said he would block any move to 
purchase land for a landfill and pushed 
the potential of leasing the pit to give 
the 
county 
short-term 
landfill 


capability. 


The county had been approached by 


John Calnin, who operates the pit, on 
the leasing possibility.

Kissinger's tactics irk British 


LONDON (AP) -Offended British 


officials are meeting Henry A. Kis- 
singer's criticism of European behavior 
during the October Arab-Israeli war 
with biting attacks on his style of 
diplomacy. 


Nothing is being said publicly beyond 


the laconic remark of a Foreign Office 
spokesman, "We prefer to look forward, 
not backward." 


But in the privacy of their offices, 


government men are letting loose a 
cascade of complaints against the 
secretary of state almost unprecedented 
since World War II. 


Kissinger infuriated the British when 


he said at a news conference on Nov. 22 
that those European allies who had been 
consulted most about U. S. policy in the 
Middle East turned out to be the least 
cooperative. The British were not 
named, but they felt they were being 
attacked by implication. 


British officials feel that that Kis- 


singer is most skillful in negotiating 
with adversaries like the Russians and 
Chinese. They feel be needs reminding 
that the European allies are not yeta 
monolithic group with a single identity 
and a unified foreign policy. They con- 
sider his call for a "new Atlantic 
Charter" that would somehow embrace 
Japan and bis talk of 1973 as the "Year 
of Europe" in American foreign policy 
ill conceived, gimmicky and premature. 


After the October war started, Kis- 


singer's failure to consult the European 
allies before certain major American 
moves led them to suspect that he was 
trying to exclude them from a region 
which they consider more important to 
them than to the Americans- 


Britain, France and some other 


European states consider U-S. backing 
for Israel a mistaken policy. They feel it 
imperils Western Europe's oil supplies, 


lets Russia pose as the champion of the 
Arab cause and failed to persuade the 
Israelis to withdraw from the Arab lands 
they occupied in the 1967 war. This lat- 
ter, in the British view, is the flashpoint 
that started the October war. 


In listing their grievances, British 


officials take pains to stress that none 
are fundamental. All can be resolved 
with improved communications and 
better crisis management methods, they 
say. Kissinger's attendance at next 
month's meeting of the North Atlantic 
council of foreign ministers and his 
subsequent trip to London will be one 
occasion for discussing this. 


Pioneer 10 probe shows 
Jupiter 'upside down' 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. (AP) -The 


U.S. Pioneer 10 space probe has revealed 
that Jupiter, magnetically speaking, is 
an upside down planet. 


If you could fly to Jupiter with a 


compass and stand among its swirling 
clouds or float upon the oceans of liquid 
hydrogen believed there, the compass 
needle would point south. On earth it 
would point north. 


Scientists monitoring Pioneer 10 said 


Thursday the discovery that Jupiter's 
magnetic field is oriented towards its 
south pole is a significant finding that 
confirms what astronomers had sus- 
pected for several years based on the 
study of radio noise from the planet. 


Pioneer 10 was about 2.7 million miles 


from Jupiter early today, traveling at 
36,200 miles per hour. The 570-pound 
unmanned spacecraft is being tugged 
harder and harder by the planet's 
gravity, which is 2.6 times greater than 
earth's. 


Controllers said Pioneer continued to 


perform flawlessly, returning data to 
earth across 500 million miles of space. 


Scientists said colored pictures of the 


planet with its concentric bands of 
multicolored clouds already equal the 
detail of pictures obtained by earth 
telescopes on a typical evening of view- 
ing. 


By Saturday or Sunday, when Pioneer 


moves within one million miles of the 
turbulent planet, scientists expect the 
images to be superior to anything seen 
from earth.

Brief earth tremors hit portions of four 


Southern states early today, frightening 
hundreds of persons. There were no 
reports of injuries or major damage. 


The National Weather Service in 


Atlanta said tremors were reported in 
Tennessee, South Carolina, North 
Carolina and Georgia. Officials said they 
struck at 2:48 a.m. and lasted about 15 
seconds. 


Dishes rattled and sleeping residents 


were awakened by the tremors. Dozens 
of persons called sheriff's departments 
and state police to report the 
phenomenon. 


In North Carolina, sheriff's depart- 


ments reported the tremor was felt in 
Buncombe, Haywood and Henderson 
counties. In South Carolina, reports 
came from Spartanburg, Grenville and 
Pickens counties. 


"It sure was a tremor of some sort. I 


felt it myself," said Knox County, Tenn., 
Sheriff's Deputy Jack Martin. 


"There have been no injuries reported 


yet. I've checked all around the area and 
surrounding counties. They all felt it, 
but no one got hurt," Martin said. 


Federal Aviation Administration of- 


ficials said they believed the tremor was 
centered half way between Maryville and 
Johnson City in Tennessee. 


Tennessee Highway Patrol trooper 


Dean Norman said the highway patrol's 
Knoxville office had been swamped with 
calls about the tremor. He said people 
had called from practically every county 
in Upper East Tennessee. 


White and Hall counties in north 


Georgia reported tremors. Several 
callers in Atlanta said they had been 
awakened by the movement. 


Existence of a south-pointing magnet- 


ic field at Jupiter is not in itself 
surprising. Earth's field also has point- 
ed south in the past, and paleontologists 
studying fossils have found evidence 
that the earth's magnetic field reversed 
at least 18 times in the last three million 
years. 


What is puzzling about earth or other 


planets with magnetic fields is why the 
fields reverse at all, said Pioneer project 
scientist Dr. John Wolfe. 


Earth's magnetic field is believed 


created by molten metallic material at 
the center of the planet which is swirling 
because of the globe's rotation. This sets 
up electrical currents which create the 
field. 


But geophysicists are baffled by what 


changes the direction of the internal 
currents, and hence, direction of the 
magnetic field.

The nation's energy crisis doesn't stop 


at your neighborhood gas station or your 
living room thermostat. 


It's likely to reach beyond right into 


your recreation time and your occupat- 
ion with the world of sports. 


For example, with gasoline in short 


supply, you might choose to use your 
quota for more important trips than a 
ride out to the ball park to watch the local 
team play. 


That possibility hasn't been lost on 


sports administrators and the subject is 
being studied on several fronts. It is due 
for at least a cursory examination at the 
baseball meetings in Houston next week. 


Baseball, of course, could be directly 


affected because so many games are 
played each season at night with ar- 
tificial lights. 


The California Angels announced this 


week that they would reduce the number 
of games played under the lights in 
Anaheim by 12.3 per cent next season. 


"If they tell us we can't play night ball 


because of the electrical power drain, we 
can't exist," said Calvin Griffith, 
president of the Minnesota Twins. 
"From a business standpoint, we simply 
cannot play during the day. We couldn't 
even pay our hospital insurance with 
what we'd draw with all-day baseball." 


There is also the matter of air travel 


and the cutbacks of flights because the 
fuel shortage. Baseball is considering 
returning to train transportation for 
short trips. Trains provided the main 
source of transportation for clubs before 
expansion to the West Coast in 1958. 
Planes, of course, would still be used for 
cross-country travel. 


Football isn't as directly concerned 


because there is less frequent travel and 
most games are played during the day.

period, you're in a double squeeze: 
pinched by tight and costly mortgage 
money on one side and by rapidly 
climbing prices of construction and 
materials on the other.

150-220 amperes, 220 volts if you use 
such power-consuming appliances as 
ranges,

There should be a 
minimum of six circuits (average eight 
to ten). Spare capacity valuable.

WASHINGTON (AP) -South Vietnam 


has been encouraged by Washington to 
find its own sources of Middle East oil as 
a way of getting around the Arab oil 
embargo. 


U.S. officials said the United States 


ultimately will pay for all oil purchased 
by the Saigon government. But they said 
the South Vietnamese must find their 
own supplies and handle the bookkeep- 
ing to make it appear the fuel is paid for 
by Saigon, not Washington. 


Throughout the Indochina war, most 


oil for both U.S. and South Vietnamese 
military forces came from Singapore, 


which two weeks ago said it would no 
longer sell its oil to the United States. 


Like more than a dozen other coun- 


tries, Singapore was reacting to fears 
that Arab countries would stop provid- 
ing it crude oil. 


Since the cease-fire last January, the 


United States has been paying three 
international oil companies, Shell, 
Exxon and Caltex, for the oil that powers 
the South Vietnamese air force, army 
and much of the civilian economy. 


South Vietnam has kept silent about 


the Arab-Israeli fighting, and a spokes- 
man at the South Vietnamese embassy 


said Thursday his country's policy is 
virtually neutral. 


In interviews, different officials said it 


is likely the Singapore refineries may 
not produce enough for South Viet- 
namese needs, so some oil may nave to 
come directly from Arab nations, 
perhaps Saudi Arabia. 


"The Arab countries have no interest 


in seeing South Vietnam collapse," one 
Vietnamese official said. 


There has been no sign, even with the 


increased fighting in recent days, that 
the South Vietnamese are running out of 
oil. The country has some reserves upon 


which it can draw. 


So far this year, the United States has 


underwritten the cost of more than 20 
million barrels of oil for South Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Thailand. 


Officials said the United States is doi- 


ng all it can to encourage the South 
Vietnamese to cut back their use of oil. 


Nonetheless, they said, it will be many 


years before Saigon can afford its own 
oil, and for now the United States will 
provide the cash for South Vietnam to 
buy its oil directly or indirectly from the 
Arab states.

MIAMI, Fla. (AP) -A spokesman for 


the Key Biscayne Bank has confirmed 
that President Nixon once had a $100,000 
certificate of deposit in the bank owned 
by friend C. G. "Bebe" Rebozo, the 
Miami Herald said today. 


The reported disclosure by Thomas 


Wakefield, bank vice chairman, came-a 
day after Richard Gerstein, Dade County 
state attorney, revealed he had sub- 
poenaed the bank for any records it had 
on trust accounts or savings certificates 
held by Nixon and nine others. 


Wakefield was quoted as saying the 


certificate of deposit was taken out by 
Nixon after he sold his New York City 
apartment prior to the 1968 presidential 
campaign. 


But Wakefield said he believed there 


was no connection between the Nixon 
account and a $100,000 campaign con- 
tribution from billionaire Howard 
Hughes. Rebozo has said that money was 
held in a bank safe-deposit box for three 
years before being returned after the 
President's 1972 re-election. 


"It's my understanding there's no 


relationship between the CD and the 
$100,000 from Hughes," Wakefield was 
quoted as saying. "There's just no link 
at all." 


Wakefield could not be reached im- 


mediately for comment. 


A certificate of deposit earns more 


interest than a regular savings deposit 
but must be left in a bank for a specified 
period. 


Wakefield told the Herald he could not 


offer a specific date but said the Nixon 
certificate was issued before the Hughes 
gift was received. 


Nixon said earlier this month that 


before he entered the 1968 campaign, he 
"decided to clean the decks and put 
everything in real estate." 


The Herald said Gerstein also asked 


the bank for any records it had on sav- 
ings certificates or trust accounts in- 
volving Nixon's brother, Donald;

KUMAMOTQ, Japan (AP) -Firemen 


searched the smoldering ruins of the 
Taiyo department store today for more 
victims of a fire that killed at least 100 
persons. 


Eighty-six persons were injured, 


including 54 of those who helped fight the 
blaze. 


The bodies of 99 holiday shoppers and 


store employes were recovered within 
hours of the fire Thursday, and another 
body was found today. Officials said 70 of 
those killed were females, 28 were males 
and two bodies were burned beyond 
recognition. 


Officials in this southern Japanese 


city were investigating the fire's origin. 


The blaze started at 1:20 p.m. near an 


employes' staircase on the third floor of 
the seven-story building, and flames and 
smoke spread quickly. Fire department 
officials said the store's sprinkler sys- 
tem was under repair and not working. 
They said many of the victims ap- 
parently were trapped by automatic 
closing fire doors on the fourth and sixth 
floors and the smoke suffocated them. 


Several thousand persons were in the 


store. Many of them slid down ropes 
from the windows or scrambled Sdown 
scaffolding on the outside of the building 
where some remodeling was being done.

Experts start studying

WASHINGTON (AP) -Experts today 


began studying the flawed White House 
Watergate tape in which an 18-minute 
segment of conversation has been 
replaced by a buzz. 


The tape was taken to an unnamed 


laboratory in New York Thursday night 
to be studied by a six-man panel agreed 
upon by the White House and special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 


Also shipped to New York were the 


electric typewriter of Miss Rose Mary 


Woods and a high intensity lamp that 
had been on her desk on Oct. 1. That 
was the day she was transcribing a tape 
made June 20, 1972 that included a 
conversation between President Nixon 
and H. R. Haldeman, then White House 
chief of staff. 


Miss Woods, Nixon's secretary for 23 


years, told a federal court hearing that 
she accidentally pushed the record but- 
ton on a tape machine when she leaned 
back to answer a telephone and thereby 


might have caused an erasure. But she 
said the telephone conversation lasted 
not more than four to five minutes, 
which would not account for the 18 
minute hum that is in the tape during 
the Nixon-Haldeman conversation. 


On Thursday White House counsel J. 


Fred Buzhardt testified he was able to 
nearly duplicate the buzzing sound by 
depressing both the start and record 
butter or. the recorder while running the 
typewriter and lamp. But he said that an 
expert called to the White House was not 
able to duplicate that sound. 


The court hearing into the missing 


segment probably will resume Tuesday, 
possibly with Alexander M. Haig Jr., 
White House chief of staff, on the stand. 
The exact day and time of his testimony 
was left open for his convenience. Haig 
was not available today and no witnesses. 
were heard.

rationing to Nixon. Senior administrat- 
ion officials have concluded that 
Congress would not approve a large 
increase in the federal tax on gasoline to 
discourage driving, the sources said. 


However, Nixon is known to view rat- 


ioning as a last resort. On Nov. 7 he said * 
the Americaa people would resent 
peacetime rationing "very, very much" 
and that he personally disliked it 
because of the power it gave to the of- 
ficials who administer it. 


In a broadcast address Sunday. Nixon 


announced measures he said would 
eliminate about 10 per cent of a 17 per 
cent shortage of petroleum and that 
"additional actions will be necessary." 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the 


President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, said Thursday that no decision 
has been made either way. 


Contingency plans are being drafted 


for rationing, the White House has con- 
" firmed. 


Stein, reporting to newsmen on a 


high-level assessment of the fuel shor- 
tage's economic impact, predicted it wil 
push the nation's economy down to 
near-recession levels next year. 


Unemployment, now standing at 4.5 


per cent, will rise to close to 6 per cent, 
he said. That would mean that more than 
a million workers would lose jobs. 


Stein said Americans can expect 


sharply higher fuel prices. He said the 
government should maintain price con- 
trols on petroleum because oil com- 
panies would otherwise reap windfall 
profits.

One firm, Thilmany Pulp & Paper

boilers to permit the use of refuse for 
fuel. And the Menasha Electric Utility 
has indicated interest in the potential 
of refuse as a fuel to partly replace 
coal at its steam generating plant. 


The energy recovery aspect of the 


shredder waste came as an outgrowth 
of a zoning committee meeting Thurs- 
day on the feasibility of using a sand 
pit as a landfill site for the waste. 


County Executive Alvin Woehler 


flatly said he would block any move to 
purchase land for a landfill and pushed 
the potential of leasing the pit to give 
the 
county 
short-term 
landfill 


capability. 


The county had been approached bv 


John Calnin, who operates the pit, on 
the leasing possibility. 


Woehler contended" that with the un- 


settled situation involving the potential 
state takeover of solid waste disposal 
and the energy recovery potential, the 
county may not have any landfill need 
for more than a few years. 


John Reinhardt, head of the solid 


waste section of the state Department 
of Natural Resources, who met with 
the committee and viewed the pit at 
Broadway and French Road, agreed 
that it could be used, but that it would 
be expensive and would need extensive 
engineering work.

Separate the issues 


When Gov. Lucey invited the Democratic and Republican 


leaders of the legislature to discuss with him issues of 
election campaign finance reform that may be put before 
state legislators when they return in January, a leading 
Republican pragmatically suggested that the questions of 
tax-financed campaign funds and expenditure controls be 
considered separately. 


The counsel came from Sen. Raymond Johnson, who 


speaks as the chosen leader of the state Senate Republican 
majority which must be persuaded to consent to any 
legislative propositions the governor and his Democratic 
majority in the Assembly may desire to advance. 


There are several reasons why the Johnson counsel is 


useful. The idea of appropriating tax money to subsidize the 
ambitions of men and women to run for sheriff, or the 
legislature, or governor, or whatever, is new and almost 
surely is not yet supported by many voters, or altogether 
understood by them. 


The need for expenditure control and reform of the laws 


governing giving and solicitation of money to political 
candidates is an ancient one. Virtually everyone who 
pretends to any awareness of political affairs, or interest in 
the quality of government in this country, must have 
reservations not only about the shameful escalation of 
campaign costs and the risk of pricing the independent 
candidate out of competition, but of the peril implicit that 
the providers of such money wield an unwholesome 
influence upon election winners after the votes are counted 
and they are installed in public offices. 


The pressing need is for a system of control that will 


promote reasonable equality of competition. Whether that 
will one day require the use of money from the public 
treasury, derived from taxes on the general population 
without regard to its partisan inclinations, is now uncertain. 
It will remain uncertain until there is a genuine effort to 
reform the system of private financing. In any event, there 
is some doubt about public acceptance of the idea, and to 
that degree the association of the two issues may well 
threaten any progressive movement toward cleaner politics 
and assurance of reasonable integrity of those men and 
women who manage to win elections. 


To suggest doubt about the present acceptability of 


government-financed politicians' campaign chests is not to 
challenge its merit. It is to reflect what is an apparent 
reservation in the mind of Gov. Lucey, a practiced prag- 
matist, about what is attainable in this state during the 
present term of the legislature. The time is late. Oppor- 
tunity remaining before the next state-wide elections is 
brief. To clutter the obvious opportunities for reform with 
unfamiliar and untested novelties will be to risk another 
default, whatever the motivations. 


Here comes the Christmas rush 


In spite of the energy shortage, Americans are getting 


into the full Christmas preparatory swing which has nothing 
to do with the Christian Advent season of penance. Maybe 
it's catching up with us. 


Psychiatrists for some years have noted an increase in 


various human tensions and complaints during the pre- 
Christmas rush. In fact there may be an upswing in what 
appears to be purely physical ailments as well. Others 
realize that they are afflicted with a curious malaise, an 
anxiety, irritation, short temper and easy annoyance. 


Of course a great many Americans long ago lost the 


religifus reason for Christmas. But other heartwarming 
aspects of the holidays —the closeness of families, reunions, 
joyful and loving fun, simple gatherings for mutual 
pleasure —seem also to have passed into history. Perhaps 
we have not all been victims of manipulative over-zealous 
advocates to buy more. But the constant urgings probably 
have conditioned many Americans to develop some sort of a 
guilt feeling if they don't. 


Perhaps if we must slow down our economy, as it turns 


out that bigger is not necessarily better, even as we light 
fires in the hearths once more, the disturbing aberrations of 
the Christmas season will disappear. 


Power sharing in Ulster 


The "power sharing" concept, developed by Ulster 


moderates, both Protestant and Catholic, and the British, is 
now being tried in Northern Ireland. The big question is 
whether the terrorists on both sides will let it work. 


Last week an "executive" Cabinet was accepted by the 


Assembly which itself is made up of elected Protestants, 
Catholics and a few purely secular members. The Cabinet 
consists of six Protestants, four Catholics and one nonsec- 
tarian. It is "not an attempt to force a coalition government 
but an attempt to repair the ravages of a split society," 
according to the British Labour Party's spokesman in 
Northern Ireland. The concept was narrowly approved by 
the Protestant Unionist Party council and more en- 
couragingly by the Catholic Social Democratic and Labour 
Party. 


But violent criticism —which also seemed to countenance 


violence —came from other areas. William Craig, leader 
of the radical Protestant Vanguards, says "we will do 
nothing to make the executive work and our own function is 
to destroy it." The terrorist provisional wing of the Irish 
Republican Army took credit for an attack upon the home of 
a Catholic who had accepted membership on the executive 
committee. Bernadette Devlin points out that a Catholic will 
lose credibility in his own community "when he plays debt 
collector to the British Government." The Reverend Ian 
Paisely, radical Protestant, threatens to destroy the 
Cabinet. 


Nevertheless there is some hope in Ulster. Nearly a 


thousand people have been killed during the four years of 
terrorism. The indiscriminate attacks have school children 
and old women as targets as much as alleged informers or 
appeasers. Success for the experiment now depends upon 
just how weary of the violence the majority of Irish in Ulster 
have become and how serious they really are about taking 
control of their own destiny. 


The British have suggested that the plan must show signs 


of working by next spring. The alternative apparently is 
resumption of complete British control which is unlikely to 
curb the violence very much either. 


Success of the new Cabinet approach of power sharing can 


lead eventually to a Council of Ireland and unification under 
some sort of formula aimed at protecting the rights of all. 
But the radical I.R.A. wants unity on its own terms right 
now. The radical Protestants don't want it ever at all. If they 
have their way and succeed in continuing the terror then 
reason and compromise have received another damaging 
^ 
blow in the 20th Century. •

School enrollments down but costs rise 


MADISON - Nearly 25 years ago I decided 


with thousands of other Americans that I 
preferred to bring up my family in the quiet of 
the suburbs. I then found myself in an unwary 
moment elected to a place on the governing 
board of a unit of government that no longer 
exists, I am happy to say. 


My neighbors had concluded that I was suited 


to become the clerk of the school board of what 
was then known as a suspended school district. 
The district, in effect, had given up the ghost 
and confined itself to paying tuition for its 
younger residents to the neighboring big city 
school system and financing their transporta- 
tion to their classes under a newly-enacted 
requirement of state law. 


On the whole it was an illuminating 


experience, although like the time I drew a 
winning number in a state-sponsored lottery to 
shoot surplus doe deer within a game refuge, it 
is not the sort of thing a person would choose to 
repeat. 


Tuitioa going up 


My colleagues of the board were two elderly 


folk. One was a retired civil servant, the other 
the wife of a conservative farmer. At our first 
meeting, the major item of business was a 
notice from the big city about another rise in the 
cost for tuition for each of the children within 
our jurisdiction with respect to providing the 
free public education guaranteed by law. 


My only real memory of that meeting was the 


consternation that was shown by my colleagues 
when the prospective tuition charge of the 
parent city was submitted. 


The charge, as I recall, was moving up toward 


the staggering total of $300 per pupil per school 
term. Remembering that the legislature had 
also made the district liable for transporting — 
or reimbursing parents for transporting —all 
children of school age to their classes, we spent 
an anxious hour worrying about the repercus- 
sions when the tax liability equivalent should 
become known. 


My colleagues have passed to their reward, 


but I recalled that evening a few days ago when 
the state Department of Public Instruction sent 
an admirably comprehensive statistical sum- 
mary of the performance and the cost of the 
Wisconsin public school system during the last 
10 years. 


During the last decade only, the total cost of 


operations of the public schools of Wisconsin 
have nearly doubled. A per pupil charge by the 
city of Madison, of which I have long since been 
a contented and legally qualified resident, that 
was pushing toward $300 as we worried about it 
in that farm kitchen a long time ago reached 
$831 for the state as a whole last year. 


Almost surely, it has pushed beyond $1,000 in 


the localities able and willing to bear the tax 
consequences. Escalating at the rate of about 10 
per cent a year, in spite of the first true signs of 
enrollment decline, the public school effort of 


the state as represented in public elementary 
and high schools has now reached about a 
billion dollars a year.

For the first time, there is reason to suppose 


that there will be a stabilization of total enroll- 
ments. Except for the transfer of pupils from 
the financially troubled private schools, there 
would now be a substantial decline. 


Will that also mean a stabilization, or actual 


reduction of total outlay? There is no sign of 
such a result. Cost inflation continues at a 
substantial rate. Even with enrollment declines 
and a stabilization of the economy, there would 
be no such assurance. 


Pressure for wage and other benefit boosts is 


more likely to grow stronger than to decline, as 
the negotiating difficulties of school boards 
have so spectacularly shown. Per pupil ratios 
will continue to decline. Academic attainment 
of teachers is steadily enlarging, which means 
that more of them will be in the more costly 
salary ranges. 


Beyond such obvious cost implications are 


new conceptions of school functions and 
requirements for their performance, in services 
to the handicapped, to minorities and others. 
The legislature a few months ago added a whole 
new list of priority requirements for school 
spending with scarcely a sign of public 
awareness of the long range cost implications. 
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Sydney L Harris 
Need to know about 
what is wrong 


Suppose you visited a doctor for a 


complete checkup, and you then 
received a full report from him that 
went something like this: 


"I'm pleased to be able to tell you that 


your eyes, ears, nose and throat are 
fine. Your skin is unblemished, your 
spine uncurved, and-your neurological 
system is first-rate. 


"Also, your heart is strong, your 


lungs powerful, and your spleen is a 
thing of medical beauty. Liver is nor- 
mal, gall bladder excellent, and the 
urinary tract is healthy. 


"Oh, yes, we also found a cancer in 


the bowel that is rapidly metastasizing 
and calls for immediate radical sur- 
gery. Otherwise, you're in terrific 
shape." 


What kind of nut is this doctor, you 


would be asking yourself. What does it 
matter how splendid my spleen is, or 
how normal my gall bladder, when a 
malignancy threatens to kill me soon? 


And, of course, you would be perfectly 


right. But this is exactly the kind of 
request I often get from" readers, who 
ask me to "say something good" about 
what's happening in the country, or in 
the world, and stop emphasizing what 
they call "the negative." 


A typical letter of this sort arrived 


this morning from Miami, in which the 
correspondent wondered whether I'm 
"just the type of person who would 
rather look for the bad instead of the 
good things in life." He suggests that if 


I wrote more about the good things 
"this would alleviate some of the pain in 
the bad things which have been hap- 
pening to us recently." 


This strikes 
me as a foolish, 


dangerous and treacheious attitude; as 
much as the foregoing doctor's report 
would be. What we need to know is not 
what is right with us—such things are 
usually evident—but what is wrong. 
One essential thing that is wrong can 
kill us, and the dozen other things that 
are right won't help. 


As for "alleviating some of the pain," 


this is the worst treatment one could 
recommend; for if you relieve the 
symptoms of pain while the disease 
continues to progress, you are conspir- 
ing in mortality. Pain is the activator 
that makes us do something about the 
ailment, which we otherwise would be 
content to ignore until it "-as too late. 


I love the "good things" about our 


country, and our world. And the only 
way I know to keep them is by alerting 
us to the cancers that threaten to take 
them away from us, and us from them. 
The commentator's greatest value, like 
the doctor's, is to warn, not to praise.

Nixon misses 
energy boat 


The energy crisis presented the 


President with an opportunity for poli- 
tical comeback. He could have told the 
truth about the problem, and sum- 
moned people to sacrifice in a way that 
might have rallied the country. 


Instead, Mr. Nixon has defined an 


objective that, while rhetorically pleas- 
ing, does not make sense. He has not 
charted the way to achieve an objective 
that does make sense. 


The goal Mr. Nixon has set is 


"independence." "Project 
Indepen- 


dence 1980," the modest name he has 
given for his energy program, is sup- 
posed to insure that "by the end of this 
decade, Americans will not have to rely 
on any source of energy beyond our 
own." 


Now all that has a pleasant ring. It 


evokes 
memories 
of sturdy old 


American virtues. But does it have 
anything to do with American needs 
now, or the needs of the rest of the 
world? 


The one thing we clearly need is to be 


independent of Arab oil-now and even 
after a peace settlement in the Middle 
East. But that does not mean an isola- 
tionist policy of self-sufficiency. On the 
contrary, the need to cut loose from 
dependence on the Arab lands of the 
Near East only reinforces the incentive 
for closer ties with other countries. 


The non-Arab oil-producing lands, 


first of all. Do we want to cut ourselves 
off from Canada? Or Venezuela? Or 
Indonesia? Or Nigeria? Or Iran? Ab- 
solutely not. We want them to cooperate 
with the United States and other 
friendly countries in maximizing 
production. But if we go in for self-suf- 
ficiency, those friendly countries will 
have an incentive not to cooperate. 


Similarly with many of the oil-con- 


suming lands. In courting Arab oil, the 
Japanese and seme Europeans have 
deliberately taken their distances from 
the United States. But that doesn't have 
to be, and shouldn't be, a permanent 
condition. 


Our interest is to cooperate with the 


Europeans and Japanese as much as 
possible 
in the energy 
field-par- 


ticularly in organizing joint research 
projects. But that also will be " impos- 
sible if the United States goes for self- 
sufficiency. 


Even assuming the more sensible 


goal of joint self-sufficiency with 
friendly countries, the program favored 
by Mr. Nixon seems unlikely to get us 
there. Research and development is to 
be raised from under SI billion annually 
to $10 billion beginning next year. 
That's dandy. But it is very doubtful 
that 
any 
of 
the 
research 


projects-whether for gasifying coal or 
developing nuclear energy or using 
shale oil— will begin to pay off before 
1980. 


For the crunch period between now 


and 1980, Mr. Nixon suggests voluntary 
programs which emphasize cutbacks in 
the use of gasoline. With less gas being 
consumed, the oil companies would be 
under pressure to produce more of the 
heating oils which are in such short 
supply as to threaten a possible reces- 
sion. 


But very few of the experts believe the 


voluntary program will work. Even if it 
does work, it means that the major oil 
companies do the rationing of gasoline. 
Which is fine for those of us who can 
easily slip a fiver to the friendly filling 
station owner, but hard on those who 
can't.

centrate on changing the patterns of 
consumption in this country. It would 
put a damper on the big gasoline 
guzzlers coming out of Detroit. It would 
push hard for rail transit in and 
between major cities. 


Most important of all, it would force 


industries that derive power from oil 
and gas-a group which consumes some 
20 per cent of the American energy 
diet — to switch to coal. It would 
produce more coal not by despoiling 
West Virginia or the Rocky Mountain 
states, but from the abundant seams in 
southern Illinois and Kentucky. And" 
since that coal is heavy in sulfur con- 
tent, there would have to be mandatory 
provisions for keeping the air clean by 
smoke filters. 


Maybe something like that will 


emerge from the group under John 
Sawhill in the Office of Management 
and Budget which is actually putting 
together the energy program. If so, it 
will be without the help of the 
President. Not for the first time, Mr. 
Nixon has mired himself so deep in 
phony rhetoric that he has lost the 
genuine benefits which might have 
flowed from a straight approach to a 
.serious national problem.

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Arab oil embargo 
not all 'blackmail* 


KUWAIT — The shameful short- 


sightedness of the Nixon administration 
in ignoring the power of Arab oil as a 
weapon in the Arab-Israeli 25-year war 
is painfully evident here where some of 
the world's purest crude is produced at 
a cost of a mere six cents a barrel from 
ground to tanker. 


"You must face a cold fact," a leader 


in Kuwait's national assembly told us in 
the 
cloakroom 
of 
the 
modern 


parliament building. "The longer the 
war goes on between our Arab friends 
and the Israelis, the better it is 
economically for us." 


Conceding that this is "a tragic way 


to look at it," the parliamentary leader 
insisted, nevertheless, that it is the 
accurate way. 


Can't spend all the money 


The reason: with the price of oil 


soaring (the posted price here is about 
$5 today, up from $2.88 on Oct. 6, the 
day the war started), Kuwait wants to 
reduce its production of oil far below 
the maximum. It cannot spend the 
dollar income. 


Yet. U.S. politicians and some high 


level Nixon administration officials who 
ought to know better are now accusing 
the oil states of "blackmail" because 
they won't continue feeding oil to the 
West while Israel occupies substantial 
Arab territories in defiance of repeated 
Western pledges to restore most of the 
old borders. 


Far worse, veiled hints of U.S. 


counteraction against the Arabs can 
have only one result: to harden the 
Arabs, thereby extending the oil 
squeeze. The fact is that the steady 
growth of oil production in the Arab 
states the past few years has served 
Western and U.S. ends more than it has 
economically benefited the oil states. 
The present squeeze, imposed by the 
political requirements of the Arab- 
Israeli war, is proving that point every 
day. 


Only three years ago, the two big oil 


companies that operate the immensely 
valuable fields in tiny Kuwait-British 
Petroleum and Shell-were pushing the 
government to increase the rate of 
production as high as 6 million barrels a 
day. That would have made Kuwait 
second only to Saudi Arabia as a 


producer cf crude-larger even than 
Iran. 


Would have exhausted supply 


Such a drastic increase in production 


would have been fine for BP, Shell and 
its Western customers but potentially 
disastrous for the future of Kuwait. 
Specialists here estimate that even a 
3-million-barrel-a-day production rate 
would exhaust proven oil reserves in 
Kuwait in about 40 years. Then what? 


"We shudder to think" of the time 


when our oil runs out," one high-level 
government planner told us. "That's all 
we have. We must use it sparingly and 
wisely to survive as a nation." 


In short, reduced future production of 


Kuwait's rich crude was always inevi- 
table, and so were eventual cutbacks of 
the infinitely richer reserves in Saudi 
Arabia. In Kuwait, one oil official told 
us, the proper production rate may be 
one million barrels a day—far less than 
the 3-million rate when the Oct. 6 war 
started or the 6-miIlion rate the Western 
companies were aiming for. 


In Saudi Arabia, King Faisal had 


given private assurances that he would 
probably meet the

demand of the U.S. and gradually es- 
calate his production to around 20 
million barrels a day by 1980-almost

MADISON -A spokesman for Gov.

Northeastern Wisconsin legislators that 
wording of proposed legislation reor- 
ganizing the Department of Transpor- 
tation will be changed to assure local 
municipalities of their right to begin 
their own highway projects. 


Stephen Holmgren, Lucey's legisla- 


tive liaison aide, calmed the fears of 
Rep. Cletus Vanderperren, D-Green 
Bay. and others who felt the wording of 
the bill gave complete authority to a 
proposed new five-man transportation 
commission. 


Vanderperren's Assembly Highway 


Committee held a public hearing 
Thursday on a bill, which Vander- 
perren has agreed to author himself, 
that will eliminate the present highway 
commission and divisions of highways 
and aeronautics, and create one five 
man commission and one state trans- 
portation fund. 


"I agree with Rep. Vanderperren 


that the wording of the bill gives the 
impression that all local projects must 
be approved by the new commission," 
Holmgren said. "But I have talked 
with the department secretary and his 
interpretation is that only those 
projects which affect the statewide 
plans will have to get that approval. 
That's no different than it is now. I'm 
certain there will be an amendment to 
correct the wording." 


The bill, which has been proposed by 


the Department of Transportation, is a 
major step in an effort to put finding of 
highways, mass transit and all other 
transportation expenses under one 
head. 


Norman Clapp, department secre- 


tary, told the committee that passage 
of the bill would help clean up the 
transportation funding system that is 
currently meeting many obstacles. 


Clapp would say nothing about the 


planned funding programs under a 
new department setup but he is ex- 
pected to make his funding proposals, 
which some susect might include a gas 
tax increase, soon. 


Rep. Earl McEssy, R-Fond du Lac, 


who has attached his name to the bill 
as a co-author, expressed concern for 


provisions which designate final fund- 
ing authority to Clapp. 


McEssy told highway commission 


chairman Robert Huber that the bill 
creates "a czar" but Huber responded 
by stating that the chain of command 
developed was necessary. Huber also 
said a five-man commission would be 
necessary because of the added res- 
ponsibilities. 


Wisconsin County Boards Association 


Executive Director Robert Mortensen 
sent a letter to the committee in which 
he stated that the Wisconsin highway 
commissioners 
and 
committee 


members associations were opposed to 
the reshuffling of the department 
structure. 


In his letter, Mortensen expressed a 


concern 
for 
local 
needs 
and 


emphasized the provision that forces 
all municipalities to gain commission 
approval before projects can be com- 
menced. 


The only other opposition came from 


the American Automobile Association 
(AAA) 
through 
lobbyist Arthur 


Wichern, who praised the present 
three-man highway commission and 
said the cnange in name to transpor- 
tation commission "would have a bad 
psychological 
effect 
on highway 


funds." 


"This change moves the emphasis 


from the legislative branch to the 
executive branch," Wichern said. "It 
gives too much power to the secretary, 
and thus, to the governor." 


Rep. William Rogers, D-Kaukauna, 


told Wichern that he could not under- 
stand his opposition since the new se- 
tup, he said, would finally take care of 
mass transit needs and not hurt the 
highway funds. 


The transportation department has 


estimated that the proposed changes 
would cost about $80,000 more a year, 
the extra funds needed primarily to 
pay salaries for two additional com- 
mission members. 


The bill is expected to be a major 


pan of the two-month legislative ses- 
sion beginning in late January- a ses-- 
sion which Gov. Lucey has said will be 
dedicated primarily to the transporta- 
tion question. 


Schools get energy guidelines 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —The state 


handed down energy guidelines Thurs- 
day for public schools, including ins- 
tructions on what to do if fuel shortages 
cause shutdowns. 


The state school superintendent, Bar- 


bara Thompson said fuel supplies could 
reach a critical level. In a letter to school 
districts, she listed suggestions to keep 
schools operating within legal 
requirements. 


Mrs. 
Thompson 
notified 
school 


superintendents her department does 
not intend to penalize schools with a loss 
of state aids if they cannot meet the 
required 180 days of annual operation 
because of the fuel shortage. 


However, "many legal and financial 


questions will need resolution if the 
energy shortage impacts upon the nor- 
mal operation of our schools," she said. 


Statutory requirements "appear most 


critical to the heating fuel situation," 
Mrs. Thompson said: minimum 
temperature range from 55 degrees in 
gymnasiums to 75 degrees for natat- 
oriums and bathrooms. 


Classrooms, wardrobe, locker and 


toilet rooms must be kept at 70 degrees. 
Dining rooms and kitchens may be 
lowered to 65 and 66 degrees respec- 
tively, play rooms to 60 and assembly 
halls to 68. 


Statutues also require the outside air 


supply of an occupied area must be at 
least ~y2 cubic feet per minute per oc- 
cupant, she said. 


A bill in the Assembly would permit 


the Public Service Commission to sus- 
pend that rule during energy shortages. 


The department asked schools to det- 


ermine whether custodians can do their 
work during normal school hours, and 
teachers can do evening work at home. 


The department also recommended 


review of bus routes to reduce mileage 
and reduce field trips. 


In the event any school must close, the 


department listed 40 items that should 
be protected from freezing.

chairman of the Judiciary and Insurance 
Committee, said the hearings would 
cover nine bills before the legislature, 
plus a report from Gov.

Lucey's task force on campaign 
reforms. 


Lorge said the issue might be availab- 


le for a special legislative session, if 
Lucey calls one on the fuel crisis and 
revenue sharing. 


"It is my feeling campaign reform 


legislation should be adopted in the Jan. 
29 session or before so the upcoming 
judicial and state constitutional elec- 
tions will be conducted under terms of 
the new law." Lorge said. 


Lucey met with legislative leaders 


earlier this week and asked that hear- 
ings be held so prompt action could be 
taken when the legislature returns to 
work. 


Lorge scheduled the hearings for Dec. 


5 at the state Capitol, Dec. 12 in Superior 
and Dec. 19 in Sheboygan. 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - College ad- 


ministrators should be excluded from 
the state's new Code of Ethics, the state 
Ethics Board ruled Thusday. 


The University of Wisconsin's Board 


of Regents would remain subject to the 
code, however, and Atty. Gen. Robert W. 
Warren said the legislature should ex- 
tend the code to municipal officials as 
well as state personnel. 


The board's review of the code which 


goes into effect Jan. 1 led to recom- 
mendations for closing loopholes and 
suggestions that legislators be asked to 
clarify some of their ground rules. 


The review session heard protests 


from members of state examining 
boards, threatening to resign because of 
the code's requirements for disclosure of 
financial assets. 


Board members said legislators had 


not made it clear whether the rules 
require disclosure of all assets, or 
simply identification of a corporation in 
which a public official has invested at 
least $5,000. 


The code directs UW regents to adopt 


an ethics code for its university per- 
sonnel, using the state code as a 
guideline, Charles N. Egan, the board's 
executive director said. 


The state Personnel Bureau is to adopt 


a similar code for bureaucratic person- 
nel. 


The legislature, however, excluded 


"teaching personnel" from the code. 


and the ethics board voted to classify 
college administrators under the 
definition. 


"You are taking every top UW ad- 


ministrator and excluding him from the 
ethics code," Egan told the board. 


He also recommended the board's 


modifications of the rules be included in 
the legislature's annual budget review 
measure, saying the maneuver would 
reduce the chances of radical alteration 
of the code. 


The board rejected his suggestion. 


James L. McCamy, a UW professor, 
objected to the principle of placing the 
ethics issue in a fiscal bill. 


"This was passed in the budget bill 


and it was cute," McCamy said. "You 
should never be cute in politics." 


When members of the examining 


board objected to provisions that might 
require them to make their family 
finances public, McCamy replied: "if 
any of you people feel strong enough, you 
can test this in court." 


Mass resignations by indignant per- 


sonnel because of the code should be 
avoided, Judge Gerald Boileau of 
Wausau said. 


He said the legislature "should be 


given opportunity to head off the catas- 
trophe by changing the law." 


Protests were registered by members 


of the state's accountant, nurses and 
pharmacist examining boards. 


Mrs. Virginia Hart of the state 


Department of Regulation and Licensing 
said about 78 of the state's 100 examining 
board members would be subject to the 
code.
